Document l discloses amino acid sequences which are 
the same as the amino acid sequences in SEQ ID NO: 4 and 
16 mentioned in the claims (see document 1, sequence 
tables, SEQ ID NO: 4 and 16), and also discloses an amino 
acid sequence which differs in only one amino acid from 
the amino acid sequence in SEQ ID NO: 149 mentioned in the 
claims (see document 1, sequence tables, SEQ ID NO: 98). 
It also claims that the actions of the aforementioned 
polypeptides are mediated by GPRS and that they can be 
used for preventing and treating obesity and the like. 

The inventions set forth in claims 1-20 and 23 are 
not novel and do not involve an inventive step. 

Document 2 discloses amino acid sequences which are 
partially the same as the amino acid sequences in SEQ id 
NO: 126, 138 and 144 mentioned in the claims (see document 
2, figure 1 and 2), and also mentions the use of these 
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polypeptides to screen agonists and antagonists of G- 
protein-linked receptor. 

Use of the G-protein-linked receptor protein or a 
partial peptide disclosed in documents 1 and 2 to screen 
for agonists or antagonists that could be used for 
preventing or treating obesity and the like is obvious to 
a person skilled in the art, and the inventions disclosed 
in the claims do not appear to offer any special effects. 

The invention set forth in claim 21 does not involve 
an inventive step.
